Four World Records Set

New York, N.Y., Feb, 20 -- One Australian and three American 
Olympic hopefuls took the Olympic motto, "Citius, altius, fortius," literally 
today as they ran faster, jumped higher and farther and threw more strongly 
indoors than anyone had ever done before, In the process four new world 
indoor records were set at the 72nd annual National AAU indoor championships. 

Al Lawrence, John Thomas, Bo Roberson and Hal Connolly (to name 
them in the order of sportswriter voting for the Outstanding Athlete Award) 
were the perpetrators of these mighty deeds. Lawrence smashed Bill Dellin- 
ger's three-mile mark of 13:37, 0 with a solo 13:26,4 performance, Thomas 
achieved the 7'2" high jump he has been close to all season. Roberson sur- 
passed Jesse Owens' venerable (1935) indoor broad jump record with a 25'93" 
leap. And Connolly, operating in the usual weight throwers privacy, tossed 
the 35-pound weight almost out of sight in reaching really new ground at 71'23". 

Here, in detail, is the story of the four new records. 

Lawrence, having missed Deliinger's 1959 record by a second in the 
Millrose three mile and running with tightly taped large foot blisters acquired 
in lowering the world indoor two-mile record a week earlier at Los Angeles, 
had more than mere victory on his mind, As he lined up against a field of 14 
including the fast-improving Lew Stieglitz, John Macy, Alex Breckenridge and 
Miles Eisenman, the Houston sophomore from Sydney was out to earn a place 
on the Australian Olympic team, and time was running short, with the 
selections due to be made in less than a month. 

The 5'7", 130-pound Aussie jumped into the lead after one lap and 
ste pped easily through a 65,7 first quarter and a 2:12, 7 half, with Macy and 
Stieglitz leading the pursuit. A second half mile in 2:13. 3 shook off Stieglitz, 
who was 10 yards behind as the red-shirted Houston pair passed the mile in 
4:26,0, Lawrence took the next mile at a more leisurely pace, averaging just 
under 68 seconds a quarter, However, this still proved to be too fast for Macy, 
who stepped off the track with a painful stitch after 1.6 miles of running. That 
left Lawrence to solo the rest of the way. 

Lawrence, obviously buoyed by hearing his time of 8:57.1 at two miles, 
and by the crowd's reaction to it, ripped off the next quarter in 65,7 and began 
to look capable of 13:20, as the crowd, now in a continuous uproar, screamed 
encouragement from all sides. However, the burst and his burning feet made 
him falter to a 68.0 (passing 23 miles in ll:11, 0) and a 69. 0 with one quarter 
to go. In fact, Lawrence, running all alone on the relatively unfamiliar ll-lap 
track, didnot know his pace at this time and thought he was running somewhat 
faster. He could not hear the announcer's reports of his pace because of the 
terrific cheering. But, looking very tired and equally determined, he buckled 
down to a 66,2 last quarter, hitting the tape amid absolute pandemonium in 
13:26, 3, a time never before approached indoors. The time was later corrected 
to 13:26, 4, the tenth being added to conform to the record rule which does not 
recognize tenths at distances of more than a mile, 

As Lawrence jogged around the track, accompanied by burst atter 
burst of applause, the other finishers (all lapped) came in, led by Stieglitz, 
whose 13:58.8 puts him 13th on the all-time indoor list, Breckenridge in 
14:02, 4 and Eisenman, who clocked 14:12, 6, 

In the high jump, Thomas was accompanied over 6'9" by Stig Pettersson, 
Bob Gardner, Herm Wyatt and Dick Richardson and the bar was raised to seven 
feet even. As usual, Thomas cleared easily on his first try, and none of the 
others really came close. That left Thomas alone and the bar at 7'2", 

The Boston University sophomore, who had practiced hard during the 
week, including 10 6'9"' jumps on Tuesday, looked very bad in his first attempt 
at the new world record height. He was sprawled all over the bar, and in fact 
his left foot was mearly six inches outside the end of the crossbar before his 
leg tumbled the bar. 

The second attempt was a different story. The practice jumps during 
the week paid off handsomely, as the tall teenager executed a perfectly con- 
trolled bellyroll behind a powerful leg thrust that appeared to reach more than 
eight feet above the floor. The trailing leg, bent tightly as John's body arched 
over,.snapped straight up, and suddenly another new world record had been 
set up as cleanly as anyone could ask, In contrast to the previous jump, Thomas' 
foot was nearly two feet inside the end of the bar. 

Thomas, who will be 19 March 3, came out of the pit with the com- 
pletely happy smile he reserves for world record performances, On his 
coaches’ advice he refrained from further attempts for the evening. 

In the broad jump, the chief casualties of the first three rounds were 
Kent Floerke and John Douglas, who tied for sixth at 23'3", and Ira Davis, who 
got plenty of distance but fouled all three jumps. Pan-Am champion Roberson 
led the way in the final rounds with a 25'23" jump, with Ralph Boston (25'$"), 
Mike Herman, Calvin Glass and Darrell Horn trailing. Only Roberson was 
able to improve, but his improvement was enough to pass Jesse Owens' 25- 
year-old record of 25'9" by half an inch, Roberson, 24, a former Cornell 
football player now an army lieutenant at West Point, surprisingly expressed 
disappointment at his performance. He had hoped to hit 26 feet tonight. In 
fact, his last jump looked that far but was foul and was not measured. He is

Lawrence Zips to 8:46.0

Los Angeles, Feb, 13 -- Two little men were the big guns in the first 
annual Los Angeles Times indoor meet with Al Lawrence running a world's 
best 8:46. 0 for two miles and Roscoe Cook notching a new American board 
track record with a six flat sixty. 

Lawrence, the 5'7", 128-pound Australian who says he is 27 but who has 
been listed consistently as two years older, owned the former mark of 8:46. 7, 
set last year. Anxious to impress Australian Olympic selectors (he ran third 
for the 10, 000 in 1956) , the good looking radio-TV major went after the record 
from the start. 

Lawrence rolled through a 66, 2 first quarter but fel he was working 
too hard for the time. Then fellow Aussie Alex Henderson car to his rescue, 
moving into the lead through a 2:12, 8 half and 3:19.9 three-quarters, Lawrence 
took over at the mile, reached in 4:25.8, and shortly thereafter was all on 
his own. He had five yards on Henderson at 5:32, 3 but at six laps the latter was 
out of it as Allan clocked 6:38,4, The gun sounded at 7:44,9 and Lawrence, aware 
that he had a record in his grasp, kicked long and hard. 

Afterwards, Allan told Alex: "You set it up. You'll never know how much 
you helped in the early going. Seven-tenths isn't much of a margin and I needed 
everything I could get." Henderson, who holds the American outdoor mark of 
8:46.3, had told Lawrence during the race, "Come on, I'll help." 

Max Truex let Lawrence get too far out and finished in 8:59.6, Henderson, 
after falling to fifth, rallied with 100 yards to go and broke up a tight battle 
for third, nipping vastly improved Bill Peck of Occidental and just missing 
Miles Eisenman of Oklahoma State. 

The 60 produced several big moments. In a heat big Jim Bates, a highly

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 27 -- Oklahoma junior J.D. Martin pole 
vaulted 15'74" tonight to pace his Sooner teammates to a stunning upset over 
NCAA champion Kansas in the Big Eight Championships. 

The Sooners scored 61} points to Kansas" 58 to stop the Jayhawks 
title streak at eight straight. Oklahoma didn't win the title until the last 
event -- the mile relay, Going into the relay, the Jayhawks had a 1} point 
edge over Oklahoma with the two matched in the final heat. On the anchor 
leg, Oklahoma's Bob Wilcox had a yard lead on Cliff Cushman. Cushman 
hung on Wilcox for one lap, then tried to pass him on the backstretch of 
the second, They ran even to the turn when it appeared that Cushman 
brushed his baton against Wilcox's leg and then either Wilcox or Cushman 
accidentally kicked the baton over the high bank of the track and Kansas was 
out of the race and out of any chance for the title. 

However, nothing could take the spotlight away from Martin. He had 
no misses at 13'6", 14'2", 14'4" and 14'8$". He missed twice at 15'}" but 
then had no misses at 15'23", He missed once at 15'4}" and twice at 15'74". 
He attempted 15'10" and was over on his second try but brushed off the bar

Herb McKenley, also of Illinois, set the original 47.9 clocking in 
1947, In other highlights, Dave Mills of Purdue won the 600 in 1:11.4, Jim 
Bowers of Illinois ran a 4:09.6 mile and Paul Foreman, another Illinois 
athlete, broad jumped 24'13". 

Berlin, Feb. 28 -- Siegfried Hermann of Germany ran 3:44. 6 today 
to set a world indoor record for the 1500 meters. His time broke the old 
world indoor mark of 3:48. 3 held by Wes Santee. 

Los Angeles, Feb, 27 -- Four broad jumpers went over 24 feet today 
to highlight the annual UCLA -Southern California Relays, Bill Jackson of 
Southern Cal won with 24'10$" with Luther Hayes, also of SC, second at 
24'2", Bobby Smith of UCLA and Charles Lindsay of SC tied for third at 
24'13". Dallas Long won the shot with a 59° even heave and the discus went 
to Gerald Carr of ‘UCLA with a 172'83" effort. Charlie Dumas high jumped 
6'6" and then quit because he wasn't feeling well.

aiming for 27 feet outdoors. 

Earlier in the day, at the Squadron A Armory, fewer than 70 people, 
including competitors, officials, reporters and photographers (and perhaps a 
dozen or so track fans) witnessed Connolly's epic breakthrough in the 35- 
pound weight throw. All were expectively attentive as the muscular Santa 
Monica, Calif., junior high school English teacher poised hefting the 
weight before his second attempt. Crouched low, he swung the heavy ball 
in perfect control as he accelerated through three body turns, surged up out 
of the crouch as the third turn neared its end and released the missile, his 
feet still a safe two inches inside the inner edge of the seven-foot circle, 
while the scarred lump of iron soared high and far, It thumped into the 
armory's dirt floor well past the wavy line indicating the listed world record 
of 66°23". 

After the distance, 71'25", had been announced, it was remeasured 
and found correct. The weight, certified as three-quarters of an ounce over 
35 pounds before the meet, also was reweighed and approved, Connolly then 
indicated that he had not signed the application for a world record for his 68'8" 
throw of a week ago in Los Angeles. 

"Everything was in order there," he said, “but Bob (Backus) and I have 
an understanding that we don't set a record unless the other one is there, too, 
so this meet is the one that counted,"" This may explain to mystified track fans 
why the listed world record, set by Backus, remained at 66'23" long after 
it had been broken by both Backus and Connolly as well as Al Hall, 

Connolly's series of 64'104", 71'23", 68'23", 67'23", 68'43" and a 
foul (measured at 71'53"') not only smashed Backus' record four times but also 
ended Bob's six-year reign as king of the 35-pound weight throwers. Backus 
himself broke his old record with throws of 68'23" and 66'84 but by then the 
Olympic hammer throw champion had put the mark out of sight for the day at 
least. 





What else happened? Well, Paul Winder and Dave James equalled the 
often-tied 6,1 60-yard dash record in their semis. Winder won in the finals 
for his second straight AAU title in a close 6,2 finish from Dan Miller of 
Maryland State and Paul Drayton of Villanova as James wound up fourth. Hayes 
Jones, off to a poor start for once, edged Lee Calhoun in a very tight 7.1 
60-yard hurdles duel, Parry O'Brien put the shot 61'8", failing to set a 
looked-for record, 

Don Bragg caused murmurs in the pole vault by passing at 13'9", 14'3", 
and 149" before taking his first vault at 15'l", and then missing his first two 
tries. But he cleared well on his third attempt, joining Bob Gutowski who had 
not yet missed. Then, after Bragg went over 15'5" on his initial vault to cap- 
ture the last of Bob Richards' Madison Square Garden records, Gutowski 
missed three times and the competition as Bragg, still bothered by a sore 


tendon, called it a night. : ' 
In the 600, defending champ Josh Culbreath, who's having foot trouble, 


and Princeton's Dick Edmunds were eliminated in the afternoon heats, leaving 
Tom Murphy to outrace Manhattan's Kye Courtney as both were caught in 

1:11.

promising Southern California soph, got a clear jump of about two yards, and went 
on to record a 6,0 as the crowd booed, Partially overlooked was the fast finish 

of Cook, the stubby (5'9", 155 pounds) Oregonian who almost caught Bates and 
might have run a legitimate 6.0. 

In the final, Cook settled matters by getting off well and hustling through 
the first 6.0 ever recorded on American boards. Herb Carper of the U.S. 

Army did it last year in France and Germany and Jim Golliday and Charley 
Tidwell have done 6.0 on dirt, but this is the performance that should become 
the American record. The present 6.1 mark is the most shared mark in the 
history of track, consisting of 29 entries by 15 athletes, 

Cook, a junier fromSan Diego, Calif., flashed to prominence last year 
when he upset Ray Norton and Bobby Morrow in a 9.3 century at Modesto. That 
was his last race until tonight for immediately thereafter the Negro flash came 
down with a rare skin rash that cut short his 1959 competition. To be exact, 
the infection was Lichenplanus, non-contagious and cause unknown, In his 
6. 0 run Cook slightly pulled his right thigh muscle at the finish but it is not felt 
to be serious. 

Best race of the evening was the 600 in which George Kerr, the NCAA 
880 champ from Illinois, used all his experience to hold off the last seconds 
rush of Cal's Jack Yerman. Kerr, leading almost all the way, had three yards 
on Yerman at the gun but it was a photo finish at the tape, the time a good 1:10. 6. 
Yerman, running for the first time indoors, had a 15 yard lead on Kerr at the 
close of a mile relay but it was cut to four as the smooth Jamaican ran 47.7. 

Shot put fans, uséd to the near miraculous in this area, were a little 
disappointed. Parry O'Brien zoomed 61'113" but couldn't explain why he didn't 
do better (he had the flu and no competition in his previous meet). Dallas Long, 
nearly unrecognizable in a new Al Oerter hairdo, made his 1960 debut and kept 
alive his 60 foot string without a fraction to spare. Long, supposedly bigger 
than ever but looking smaller moved into 2nd on the all-time indoor list as 
Dave Davis, who hit 61'63" with an underweight shot, did 59'8" for the fourth 
best of all time. 

Charley Dumas continued his fine high leaping with a 7'3" clearance. He 
had two good tries at 7'1g", looking good for at least seven feet on both. The 
vault went to Don Bragg with only one try. Strained the night previously in Philly, 
Bragg passed until 15', made it the first time, and then gave up when his com- 
petitors all failed.

Johnson Pulls Sprint Upset

East Lansing, Mich., Feb. 13 -- Another 15-foot vault by OKahoma' s 
gangling junior, J.D. Martin, and a smashing upset of some of the nation's 
top sprinters were among highlights of the 37th Michigan State Relays 
here tonight. 

A Western Michigan sophomore who never won a major scholastic race, 
Joel Johnson, flashed to a four-foot victory in the 75-yard dash, Trailing him 
were three men who have done 9.4 outdoors, Paul Williams and Charlie 
Tidwell of Kansas, and Dee Givens of Oklahoma. 

Johnson's clocking, 7.5, was a tenth over the American record on dirt, 
held jointly by Jim Golliday of Northwestern, Tom Robinson of Michigan and 
Garion Campbell of Eastern Michigan. Robinson was a late scratch here, 
Coach Don Canham not wishing to put the Bahamas Olympic prospect under 
severe strain this early in the season because of prolonged leg trouble 
last year, 

Coach George Dales' Western Michigan squad, willing and anxious to 
tackle the big universities after trimming Missouri in a dual meet, seta 
meet and fieldhouse record in the two-mile relay. 

The Bronco quartet, Larry Taylor, Dick Pond, Doug Wuggazer and 
John Bork clocked 7:41.7. Wuggazer iced the decision with a 1:53, 8 leg. Mich- 
igan State, with a dropped baton on the first handoff, did 7:43, 8 to shade Ohio 
State. Pond, incidentally, just became eligible after transferring from Indiana, 
where he dipped under 4:10 for the mile. 

Martin, after all vaulting rivals failed to exceed 14 feet -- the height at 
which he began -- did 14'4", 14'10" to displace Eeles Landstrom's fieldhouse 
record, then had the bar put at 15'1Z". He turned the bar over with his pectoral 
muscles on the way down, and after remeasurement, it was found to be an un- 
allowable shade over 15 feet. 

Since he had a personal best of 15'3$"" outdoors, Martin then went to 
15'5", He missed, but had one good-looking try. The sensational improvement 
of this youngster, still only 19, is accentuated by the fact his scholastic 
best was 12'3", 

Only five days before, in a 61-61 tie with NCAA champion Kansas, Martin 
broke Coach Bill Carroll's fieldhouse record by more than a foot, hoisting 
15'3". He is using an abbreviated run now, because the conference indoor meet 
is conducted on a 110-foot runway.

Beatty Upsets Burleson

New York, Feb, 13 -- Oregon's Dyrol Burleson came riding out of the 
West tonight seeking victory in the Baxter Mile and the handsome trophy that 
goes to the victor. But the miling honors in the New York A.C. Games went 
to diminutive Jim Beatty, who beat Burleson in the last closing lunge. 

Beatty, the refurbished product of Mihaly Igloi and the Santa Clara 
Youth Village in California, and Burleson were both clocked in 4:05. 4, which 
broke Fred Dwyer's 1955 meet record of 4:06.2. The 25-year-old University 
of North Carolina graduate ran the fastest mile of his life. His previous per- 
sonal best was an outdoor mile of 4:06,5 run in April, 1957. Beatty, a 5'6", 
135-pounder, last ran indoors in 1958. His best indoor mile then was 4:08. 4, 

The race had possibilities of being all sorts of things, but the least 
expected was that Burleson would lose. When Archie San Romani, Jr., started 
the pace in a lackadaisical manner, there were visions of a slow mile in the 
making. Ed Moran opened up the race a little by taking over at the quarter 
in 65.0. Moran carried the pace to the three-quarters with Burleson running 
far back most of the way. He was last at the quarter, last at the half and third 
at the three-quarters. 

Beatty took command at the head of the final quarter. But Burleson 
came to life, passed Moran, and then Beatty on the gun lap, Beatty rechallenged 
around the final banked turn, lunged and the race and glory were his alone. 
Anticlimatically, the phototimer confirmed the margin of victory. 

Hayes Jones of Eastern Michigan proved his double in Philadelphia was 
no fluke last night by repeating it over the 60 route in the dash and hurdles, In- 
stead of just four races, he had six races tonight. The crowd was on his side 
judging from the applause he received at the completion of the double. Both 
wins were clear cut triumphs. 

In the absence of the "big guns, " Don Bragg and Bob Gutowski, in thé 
pole vault, it was up to Mel Schwarz to give the crowd its 15-footer. Jerry 
Welbourn showed steady improvement and came close at 15 feet. Bjorn 
Andersen of Maryland got second at 14'6" on the technicality of Welbourn's 
pole passing under the crossbar. Andersen needed two jumps to clear 14'6", 

John Thomas again made seven feet, but needed all three jumps to do 
it. He failed at 7'2". Bob Gardner took second with a 6'9" Clearance. Stig 
Pettersson and Herm Wyatt rounded out the field with 6'7" efforts. 

Lew Merriman was a surprise winner in the 880 with a 1:53,8. The 
Wichita engineering student held off Mike Peake around the last turn. Tom 
Murphy, the favorite, was forced to drop out at the 600 when his bout with a 
virus proved to be too much for him. He was competing against doctor's 
orders, 





Bud Edelen followed the early pace of Houston's John Macy through a 

4:29.7 mile and 6:42.6. With but a quarter left, the 22-year-old history major 

passed Macy. The continual "worrying" by Edelen proved too much and the 

Houston student wilted. Edelen went on to an 8:57.4 victory. Alex Breckenridge, 

Pat Clohessy and Velisa Mugosa staged a tight battle over the last half mile 

to finish under a blanket. Macy dropped to fifth.

Jones Wins Hard Double

Philadelphia, Feb, 12 -- Eastern Michigan's Hayes Jones ran off with 
all the attention tonight by winning a hard double over the 50-yard route in 
the sprint and hurdles, 

Harrison Dillard was the last man to complete such a double, In 1953 
he took the 50-yard dash and the 60-yard high hurdles at the Chicago Daily 
News meet and won the 45-yard dash and the 45-yard high hurdles in Cleveland. 
Both Jones and Dillard ran four races in their respective doubles. However, 
Dillard had more time than the seven minutes afforded Jones. 

The only other double of equal merit recorded by Jones was a 100-120 
double at the Drake Relays last year, As usual, it was the superior start of 
Jones which enabled him to take Lee Calhoun by a yard in the hurdles and to 
outlast Villanova's Frank Budd in the dash, Calhoun was pressing hard over 
the last hurdle and tipped the barrier. 

John Thomas disposed of the high jump in an expeditious manner. He 
passed 6'2", and cleared 6'5", 6'7" and 6'9" with utmost dispatch, After the 
rest of the field departed at 6'9", young John went to seven feet for the next 
clearance. Although his seven feet even leap was a meet record, he failed 
in his primary objective of attaining 7'2", Stig Pettersson, Herm Wyatt and 
Floyd Smith finished in that order with leaps of 6'7". 

Although many of the races during the evening lacked competition, the 
pole vault was a different story. Eleven men cleared 14 feet and six cleared 
14'6", Don Bragg won the event with a 15-foot hoist and then retired to rest 
for a meet tomorrow in Los Angeles. 

Laszlo Tabori apparently likes 12-lap tracks because he has registered 
some of his better performances on these tighter ovals. Slow pace setting was 
Tabori's strategy in the mile, By this means he would discover who his 
principle foe would be. Lew Stieglitz responded to the bait of a 2:10, 2 half 
mile by bursting to the fore. Tabori then rated himself off the ex-Navy ensign's 
pace until the next to the last lap when he jumped the sailor and struck for 
home. But Stieglitz was not to be discarded that easily. He pressed to the 
Hungarian's shoulder and around they whirled with Tabori maintaining the 
slight edge to the tape, 

Deacon Jones, who earlier in the season proved that he lacked condition- 
ing for the three-mile haul, was out to see how his chances were at the shorter 
two mile distance. He rated himself well off the early pace of Berry Crawford. 
With a half mile to go, former Villanova star Alex Breckenridge came from 
back in the pack to take the lead and hold off every Jones challenge through a 
2:10 final half. "Breck" did 9:07. 0 to the Deacon's 9:07. 8. 

Ed Moran encountered a little difficulty with the large elbows of Mike 
Caraftis as he went into the lead on the second lap of the 1000, From then on, 
Moran was never troubled as he ran a smooth front-running solo race in a 
good 2:10.0, Moran may stand a better chance to make the Olympic team at 
800 rather than at 1500. ; ; 

Frank Bowens of Winston-Salem, N.C., Teachers profited by his years 
with the New York Pioneer Club in employing good board running tactics to 
defeat the favored Josh Culbreath. Bowens notched a 1:12.9 effort.

Olympic Committee ... Jim Omagbemi, the 9.4 sprinter from Nigeria, 
is now a freshman at San Jose State .., Mike Herman says he will score 
more than 9, 200 points in the decathlon by the end of the year. 

Gary Eliason, third in the NCAA steeplechase last year, has transferred 
from Brigham Young to Colorado State ... Olympic champion Glenn Davis 
is now working out and will probably try to run both the quartex and the inter- 
mediates if his back trouble does not interfere ... the AAU will add a meet 
qualifying mark for the steeplechase but there will be none for the 5, 000 or 
10,000 meters ... in workouts at Abilene Christian, 16 varsity and freshmen 
440 men are under 53 seconds with 10 under 51 seconds. The group is headed 
by sophomore Earl Young, who has done a 46.8... Wayne Coleman, the 
potential weight star from North Phoenix, Arizona, High School, is back in 
school but is ineligible for interscholastic competition. However, he is 
working on the college size weights. 

The University of Houston has resigned from the Missouri Valley 
Conference and will try to get membership in a major football conference. 
The resignation is effective June 10... Brigham Young distance runner 
Matti Raty is in Finland but is expected to be back in school in the fall... 
Dickie Howard, New Mexico's NCAA and AAU intermediate hurdles 
champion, recently competed in the Golden Gloves boxing tournament and 
won the light-heavyweight title for his region ... the Illinois State Teachers 
Board in November barred post-season competition in all sports for Western 
Illinois, Eastern Illinois, Northern Illinois and Illinois State Normal. The 
ruling takes the schools out of the NAIA and NCAA Championships. 

Australian sprinter Hector Hogan has a serious blood disorder and 
has lost 28 pounds ... Joe Faust, who jumped 6'83" in high school last 
year, has transferred from UCLA to Occidental ... high jumper John 
Thomas of Boston University is slated to compete in the Compton, Calif. , 
Invitational June 3. Thomas and teammate John Lawlor, the NCAA hammer 
throw champion, are early entries in the Houston Meet of Champions, Other 
early entries in the Houston meet are Dave Sime and Eastern Michigan hurdler 
Hayes Jones ... Thomas denies the rumor that he ultimately will turn to the 
decathlon. He says: ''That story is strictly hearsay. There's no truth in it." 

Distance runner Jim Beatty, one of the surprises of the indoor season, 
works as a statistical clerk for Lockheed Aircraft in Sunnyvale, Calif... 
Don Ramos, the 46.9 quarter-miler, is scholastically ineligible at San Jose 
State ... some of the world's top athletes will be invited to a pre-Olympic 
meet in Tokyo in 1963. The meet will be held either in the summer or 
autumn after the completion of all facilities for the 1964 Olympic Games ... 
Irvin "Bo" Roberson, National AAU indoor broad jump winner, is now 
attached to Army Special Services at West Point, N.Y... new members of 
the NCAA Track and Field Rules Committee are Bob Giegengack of Yale, 
Jack Patterson of Baylor, Charles Larson of Monmouth College in Illinois 
and Oliver Jackson of Abilene Christian.

Predicting the future is a good part of the fun of being a Track Nut (and 
who has more fun than we nuts?) I particularly enjoy trying to name the U.S. 
Olympic team before the final trials, starting now and updating my picks every 
month or so, 

The changes that take place are fascinating. Newcomers flash on to 
the scene with sudden brilliancy, Oldtimers just as suddeniy catch fire and are 
contenders again. Injuries knock a "sure-thing" out of the picture. Athletes 
switch their events. 

Take the 100 meters for example. Most everyone these days looks upon 
Ray Norton as something of a sure-thing. He was the number one man in the 
world last year and is improving. Ranked behind Norton were Charlie Tidwell 
and Bob Poynter and this trio could well represent the U.S. On the other hand, 
how about this trio: Bobby Morrow, defending champ and looking very good last 
year before struck down with an injury; and Dave Sime, thought by many to be 
the fastest of all and serious about this year's Olympics; and Ira Murchison, 
another great veteran, just recovering from a serious illness and a question 
mark (as are many of the dashmen). Or how about Roscoe Cook, who beat them 
all with his 9,3 at Modesto, then never ran another race until he sped to a record 
6.0 indoor clocking. Or, for an interesting long shot, Leamon King, perhaps as 
gifted a sprinter who ever lived, who might decide on a comeback, Or 9.3 man 
Bill Woodhouse, looking forward to his best season yet. Or newcomeré such as 
Jim Bates the 9.5 junior college champ or Hubie Watson, the best of the preps? 
And then there is the complete unknown, 

Much the same situation prevails in other events. I'm going to have a 
lot of fun watching the developments and agonizing over my choices, And I would 
like to have some of you join me, Why don't we have a little contest, with a 
prize to the winner. Send in your picks, three deep in each event, postmarked 
prior to March 15, April 15, May 15, June 15, and July 1. Keep a record, as 
you will have to do your own scoring. And watch this column for further details. 

TECHNICAL DEVELOPMENTS (cont.) 

Ground sponge rubber for the vault and high jump pits seems to be a real 
advancement, The rubber provides a much softer landing, is safer, does not 
pack down with rain, is less fatiguing on the legs, needs practically no mainten- 
ance, does not deteriorate or blow away and so lasts longer. All told, it may 
be, and probably is, cheaper than sawdust in the long run, and the athletes, who 
are the ones that count, like it much better, Frank Ryan, the Yale field coach, 
had the original brainchild and it has been worked into commercial availability 
by the Olympia company. 

An English coach has come up with a device to help start vaulters on the 
learning process. The pole extends from the unit which is buried in the ground. 
The athlete runs forward, grasps the pole and swings over, a standard technique 
in which the coach has always held the pole. Use of the trainer frees the coach 
and permits vaults as quickly as every five seconds, For details, write Frank 
Winfield, Eccleshall Secondary Modern School, Staffordshire, England. 

Ralph Colson and Eugene Sullivan have a patented device which measures 
the actual height cleared by a jumper. A series of electronic eyes at graduated 
intervals above the cross bar do the trick, Details are available from Colson, 

a great supporter of track and Supervisor of P.E. in the Mass. Dept. of Educa- 
tion. 

Aluminum Athletic Equipment Co, has a new broad jump take-off board 
with aluminum tubing under the board to absorb the shock of the foot stamp. And 
it has an all aluminum trip action unit which releases two indicators to call fouls. 

Weights, once hardly used by track and field athletes, now have become 
so accepted that they are moving onto the body where they are worn during prac- 
tice of the actual event. There are weighted jackets, weights for the wrists and 
ankles, and weights to be carried in the hands while running. 

WHY SELL THINGS? 


Every now and then someone wonders why Track & Field News engages 
in the promotion and sales of track tours, books, stop watches, track shoes, etc.

RECORDS CHANGE NEEDED 


The plight of Mrs. Grace Butcher, the 880 runner, points up a problem 
that has long bothered me. Twice last year Mrs. Butcher bettered the U.S. 
record, apparently under official conditions, but her marks never were submit- 
ted for recognition by the AAU. Others have suffered the same fate. Even 
world marks in the men's division have taken uncommonly long to gain approval. 

Once an athlete breaks a record it is up to someone to get the proper 
forms filled out and submitted. Many signatures are needed, surveys are nec- 
essary and it is a lot of work. Sometimes it doesn't get done because of ignor- 
ance, sometimes because of laziness, sometimes because it is just too diffi- 
cult, and sometimes because no one cares, 

The solution, it seems, would be for the national t&f committee to 
accept the responsibility for having the records submitted, By watching the re- 
sults, and by inviting athletes to notify them of record performances, the com- 
mitteemen would know all records that should be submitted. By following thru 
they could make certain that all marks were properly brought to their attention, 
and in good time. The same problem crops up with collegiate records and the 
NCAA should follow the same procedure.

Graham Vaults 15 Feet 


Winnipeg, Canada, Jan, 30 -- Former Oklahoma State pole vaulter Jim 
Graham helped inaugurate the Canadian Legion's International Meet of 
Champions tonight by vaulting an even 15 feet for a Canadian record, 

Graham's effort was almost a foot better than the vault recorded by Bob 
Oden of Emporia State Teachers of Kansas, who did 14'3". Mamon Gibson of 
the University of Chicago Track Club was third at 13'6". 

Calgary's Doug Kyle, who made an impressive showing at the Sao 
Paulo, Brazil, run earlier this month, ran 13:53.2.to whip former Minnesota 
star Bud Edelen in the three miles. Kyle, whosé time also was a Canadian 
record, stayed on Edelen's tail for 30 of the 33 laps and then opened up to 
leave the winner of the Boston Knights of Columbus three mile far behind. 

A local high school boy, Bob Fisher-Smith, gave the fans something to 
cheer about when he turned in a 6, 2 to win the 60-yard dash. Orlando Hazley, 
another former Oklahoma State star, finished second after getting a poor 
start. Fisher-Smith, who is only 16, also clocked 6, 2 in his heat and semi- 
final, His time tied the Canadian record. 

Hazley, who ran a total of six races counting preliminaries, came back 
to nip Wayne McCollum of Arkansas in the 300-yard dash. The time was only 
34,0 but any thought of a fast time was spoiled when George Short of Saskatoon 
took a spill, causing a minor collision between Hazley and McCollum. Roger 
Shick, a Wisconsin freshman, posted a 33.9 in the preliminaries.

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A look at the past decade shows an interesting group of freshmen winning 
the annual "Frosh of the Year" honor, 

Starting with Bob Mathias, who as a Stanford freshman in 1950 set a 
world's record for the decathlon, each year's top first-year athlete has been, 
with few exceptions, outstanding. 

Jim Golliday won top frosh honors in 1951 by capturing the AAU 100 
meters title in 10.3. In 1952 it was J.W. Mashburn, who made the Olympic 
team and then ran 46.5 for 400 meters in Europe. 1953's top frosh was the 
late Leon Patterson, a 166'11}" discus thrower and 51'83" shot putter. Bob 
Seaman ran a 1:49,9 880 and a 4:14.5 mile to rate top honors in 1954, One 
of the greatest of all frosh was Rafer Johnson, who raised the world's 
decathlon record to 7985 in 1955. In 1956 Don Stewart high jumped 6'103" 
to stand above his contemporaries. In 1957 it was Hayes Jones, who ran the 
highs in 13.7, the lows in 22.7, a windy 100 in 9.4 and broad jumped over 
24 feet. The 1958 frosh of the year was Jim Brewer, a 14'11}" vaulter. And, 
of course, 1959 champ was Dallas Long, who bettered the world's record 
with a shot put of 63'7", 

Long's competition last year was fierce, what with Oregon frosh Dyrol 
Burleson winning the AAU mile, John Thomas leaping 7'14" indoors, and 
Al Lawrence setting a indoor 2-mile record of 8:46, 8. 

The competition for 1960 "Frosh of the Year" could be almost as strong. 
Leading contenders are Rex Cawley of USC who stands a chance of making the 
Olympic team in either one of the hurdle races, and Archie San Romani, Jr., 
of Wichita, who could be a 4-minute miler. Paul Stuber, who made the team 
which went to Russia two years ago by leaping 6'9"' in the AAU meet as a high 
school junior and who came close to 7 feet in practice last year, is another 
strong possibility. Karl Johnstone, a small package of concentrated muscle, 
is apt to throw the discus almost any distance this year, having reached 180 
feet informally last year.

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VEIKKO KARVONEN, retired Finnish marathon runner: "Marathon 








running is a terrible experience -- monotonous, heavy and exhausting. At 
Melbourne I did not hear or see anything. I had only one thought -- forward. 
It is better to retire when it is not too late. Too many sports figures go until 
the painful finish." 

AUBREY DOOLEY, Oklahoma State pole vaulter: "For four years I have 
been working with a fiber glass pole and have been experimenting with its 
effects. I use a slow run (100 in 10. 4) and a side arm pole plant, a long swing 
and the maximum bend in my fiber glass pole. My pole helps the short vaulter 
stay up with the big boys. However, when they learn how to use this pole and 
the pole becomes better perfected the world record in vaulting will soon be 
over 16 feet. My form in the release of the pole is what I call arch flyaway." 

BOB GARDNER, Marine high jumper: "I usually enter the competition at 
about 6'4" or 6'5". I do this in order to save my spring for the big jumps. Next 
year I plan to enter the competition at 6'6". The jumps at 6', 6'2" and 6'4" are 
of no value as long as the warm-up jumps are good. These wasteful jumps will 
only make me lose valuable nervous energy and strength.I take only two warm- 
up jumps and I warm up as late as possible -- about 15 minutes before the 
scheduled time of the event. I try to talk to people during the time of competi- 
tion. This should help the jumper relax. A minute or two is all that is necess- 
ary to work up the correct edge before each jump. 

"I feel that every trackman should engage in some other sport. I find it 
very hard to maintain a high level of interest in my jumping. Not only will 
another sport give a trackman a chance to forget his track problems when things 
get bad, it also will give him an outlet for his energies when he track career 
is terminated." 

BRUCE MUNN, USC 9.5, 20.8 sprinter: "Weight lifting has strengthened 
my legs and has been a surprising help in building up my upper body and 
shoulders. I didn't realize how much help you get in sprinting with more 
powerful arm action. You seem to pull yourself along." 

FORDDY KENNEDY, Michigan State cross country champion: "I used to 
do repeat 220's and 440's most of the time on the track with overdistance on 
Mondays, This was the basis for my track schedule. However, after the 1959 
track season I would never do this again. I was getting so that I could do 
repeat 220's at 29 seconds with a 220 jog - 40 times in one evening. Also 20-25 
440's at about 63-64 seconds. This was the hardest training schedule that I 
had ever attempted. However, it never produced a thing. I was always tired. 

"If I compete this year my schedule will be based upon the way I train 
for cross country. This is probably the way I should have trained for track 
in the first place."

Herb Elliott started serious running in February and in the process 
came up with his 12th sub-four-minute mile and a four-minute flat effort. 

On Feb. 6 in Bendigo Elliott ran 3:59.8 soon after a 100-mile car trip, 
He passed the 1500 meters on the grass track in 3:42,3, best by an Australian 
this season, Elliott's lap times were 59, 0, 1:58,.5 and 2:58.0. On Feb, 20, 
Elliott won the mile at the Victorian Championships in Melbourne in 4:00, 0. 
He won the race by 60 yards from John Murray, who did 4:07,2, Doug Hender- 
son was third in 4:09. 8 and Russell Oakley fourth. A disappointing fifth was 
Merv Lincoln, who had been troubled with an upset stomach. Elliott's 
quarter mile clockings were 60, 2:04 and 3:05. (A wire service story says 
Elliott ran the 1500 in 3:40, 4 although he ran the last quarter in 55. 0). 

Elliott split even on two other races during the month, On Feb. 3 at 
Melbourne Herb beat Murray at 3,000 meters, 8:09.5 to 8:09,8. However, 
on Feb. 13, fast-rising Tony Blue zipped past Elliott in the straight to win 
an 880 in 1:49, 2, Elliott's time was 1:49, 8. Elliott dashed to the front on the 
bell lap and opened a four-yard gap. However, Blue came charging back and 
caught Elliott in the straight. Blue's last 440 time was 50.5. After the race, 
Herb said: "He was just too fast. Blue was timed in 1:48, 5 at the 800 meter 
mark. At Brisbane on Feb. 6, Blue won the Queensland 880 in 1:50, 0.

Tyrone Pannell, the 17-year-old apparently headed for Manhattan College, 
collected two first places to pace Bishop Loughlin High of New York to the 
team championship in the 27th annual National Interscholastic Championships

Pannell upset famed Herm Johnson, of Plainfield, N.J., in the night's 
final event, the 60-yard high hurdles, to give his team its eighth national 
crown.

However, it was a different 
story in the final, Johnson, who has beaten several of the East's standout 
collegiate hurdlers, hit two hurdles and finished third behind Pannell and Dick 
Hearn, Lower Merion, Ardmore, Pa, 

Gary Gubner, the powerful shot putter from DeWitt Clinton in New York 
City, eclipsed the 60 foot mark for the sixth time this year when he pegged the 
iron ball 63'13", his second best mark of the season, Another outstanding 
performance was turned in by St. Francis’ two-mile relay team which ran 
8:02. 5. 

OUTDOOR TRACK

The AAU changes are minor ones to 
bring wording into conformity with the 
international rules of the LAAF, The 
colleges and preps changed their start- 
ing rules to conform and now every- 
body rules that a false start can be 
charged whether or not the gun is 
started. The starter's command is now | 
"set" rather than "get set". 

The NCAA changed the number of 
field event trials in a one day meet to 
four prelims and two final throws, 
leaving a two day meet with four and 
three. The event schedule is changed 
to put the two-mile after the lows and 
just before the relay. 

The preps now have a 60 degree 
discus sector.

ROBERT HUDSON "BOB" BACKUS, hammer throw, 35, 56 pound weight 


throws, 6'5", 265 pounds, black hair, brown eyes, born July ll, 1926, Boston, 
Mass. Married. Junior high school teacher, 

Started weight lifting to build up body from 150 pounds and then became 
interested in the hammer as a freshman at Tufts in 1948, His year by year pro- 
gress has been:

He has won 14 National AAU titles, including one in the hammer, six 
in the 35 pound weight and seven in the 56 pound weight. He holds the American 
record for the 56 pound weight and held the American record for the 35 pound 
weight. He set an indoor mark of 67'l" for the 35 pound weight at this year's 
Boston A.A. meet. However, he lost the record two weeks later at the 
National AAL meet when Hal Connolly threw 71'23" although he posted a 
personal best of 68'2$", He competed in the 1952 Olympic Games but placed 
only 13th. In 1955 he won the Pan American Games hammer throw title. He 
plans to compete as long as Connolly does. He uses a three-turn style in 
the 35 and 56 weight throws and the Russo-Strandli style in the hammer. 

Trains 12 months a year, six days a week. Lifts weights all the year 
round with concentration on the fall and winter months, Stresses technique 
in spring and summer. Coached by Niles Perkins Jr., Edward Flanagan and 
Armas Valste. Biggest thrills were making the 1952 Olympic team and throwing 
the 35 pound weight 64'4" in 1954 at a bodyweight of 207 pounds. Majored in 
economics in college. His wife, Elsa, was a four-time Finnish women's 
javelin champion, She competed in the 1952 Olympic Games and also played 
on the Finnish national handball and basketball teams.

Became interested in track as a junior at Sea Cliff H.S. Jumped five feet 
even in his first year but cleared 6'l" as a senior. Enrolled at St. John's in New 
York City and did 6'l" as a frosh. Improved to 6'2" as a sophomore and 6'3" 
as a junior. Improved to 6'5"' as a senior. In 1958, upped his personal best 
to 6'7," and gained international prominence last season by jumping 6'll" in an 
exhibition at Pittsburgh. His best competitive jump was 6'9$" at the Penn A.C.

Trains four days a week during the season and three days a week in the 
off-season, From September through December does weight training three times 
a week, Each of his practice sessions consists of doing: half squats with about 
300 pounds, leg raises with about 10 pounds added to the foot, toe raises with 
about 250 pounds, dead lifts with about 200 pounds and three sets of 10 
repetitions of curls, bench presses and pullovers at an unspecified weight. 
During this period, he also does swimming volleyball and basketball. From 
January thraigh June uses the following schedule: Monday, plenty of stretching 
exercises, 8x50 and five minutes of high kicking; Tuesday, more stretching 
exercises, 40 to 50 jumps at 6'6", run up stadium steps 10 times while wearing 
a 20-pound flak jacket with about a two-minute rest between runs, five min- 
utes of high kicking; Wednesday, stretching exercises, 20 to 30 form jumps, 
run up stadium steps 10 times wearing flak jacket, five minutes of high kicking 
and finally placcs bar at seven feet and looks at it for five to 10 minutes trying 
to make himself believe that he can clear it; Thursday, a light workout with a 
few stretching exercises, some high kicks and run through steps a few times.
